Bringing  Everyone  to  the  Table 


HE  CONTEMPORARY  WORLD 

is  beset  with  multiple  challenges,  of 
which  many  result  from  religious 
and  cultural  conflict.  Whether  we  like 
it  or  not,  we  all  live  in  one  boat  -  one 
ark  -  and  we  will  float  or  sink  together. 
Our  only  hope  is  to  build  bridges  across 
religious  and  cultural 
divides. 

Following  a  very 
successful  year  of 
interfaith  dialogue 
with  parishioners  from 
St.  Ignatius  Loyola, 
we  are  creating  an 
interfaith  “trialogue,” 
including  our  brothers 
and  sisters  from  the  Islamic  Cultural 
Center  of  New  York.  Often,  interfaith 
discussions  reduce  religion  to  lowest- 
common-denominator  ideas  such  as 
an  abstract  God,  universal  morality, 
human  equality,  and  peace.  In  these 
reductions,  the  particularities  of  each 
religion  -  its  texts,  rituals,  signs,  and 
symbols  -  are  often  seen  as  barriers  to 
the  interfaith  project.  Our  approach  will 
be  different.  We  will  go  straight  to  the 
heart  of  each  religious  belief  system 
by  studying  together  our  sacred  texts: 
the  Hebrew  Bible,  New  Testament,  and 
Quran.  We  will  use  a  methodology  called 
Scriptural  Reasoning,  based  on  the  work 
of  academic  scholars  and  developed 
at  the  University  of  Cambridge.  The 
method  asserts  that  scripture  itself  is  one 
of  the  primary  witnesses  to  the  religious 
faith  and  practice  of  the  monotheistic 
traditions.  By  tapping  into  the  divine 
spirit  that  hovers  above  these  sacred 
texts,  we  have  the  possibility  of  finding 
the  seeds  of  peace  for  healing  a  broken 
world. 

Can  you  see  the  opening  of  John  1, 

“In  the  beginning  was  the  word,”  as 
a  commentary  on  Genesis  1,  “In  the 


beginning  God  created  the  heavens  and 
the  earth”?  When  God  said,  “Let  us 
make  Adam  in  our  image,”  who  was 
God  talking  to?  We  read  in  Surah  2:30, 
“Behold  the  Lord  said  to  the  angels:  ‘I 
will  create  a  vice-regent  on  earth.’ And 
they  said,  ‘Will  You  place  there  one  who 
will  make  mischief  and  shed  blood  while 
we  celebrate  Your  praises  and  glorify 
Your  holy  name?’  ”  The  connections 
between  John  and  Genesis  and  the  Quran 
show  us  that  from  their  very  inception, 
our  three  scriptures  have  been  in  dialogue 
with  one  another. 

In  essence,  our  “trialogue”  seeks  to 
rekindle  a  conversation  that  has  always 
existed  among  our  sacred  texts.  Yes, 
there  are  big  political  questions  that 
could  be  asked  and  stories  of  injustice 
and  victimization  that  could  be  told. 
However,  we  will  begin  by  placing  the 
word  of  God  at  the  center  and  asking  it 
to  speak  to  us,  to  teach  us,  and  to  lead  us 
towards  friendship.  After  friendship  and 
trust  are  established,  political  questions 
can  be  asked  and  stories  of  injustice  can 
be  told.  In  friendship,  these  questions  and 
stories  can  be  heard  on  a  deeper  level  and 
healing  responses  can  be  offered. 

I  look  forward  to  seeing  you  at  the 
Interfaith  Trialogue  and  other  programs 
this  fall.  Jodi,  Ari,  Ilan,  and  I  wish  you 
and  yours  a  Shanah  tovah  u-metukah.

IN  P1RKEI 
AVOT,  the 

sage  Hillel 
teaches:  “In  a 
place  where  there 
are  no  leaders, 
strive  to  be  a 
leader.”  Howard 
Rubin  embodies  this  principle,  always 
stepping  up  to  leadership  positions  in 
organizations  that  can  benefit  from  his 
expert  knowledge,  his  indefatigable 
energy  and  his  dedication  to  the  Jewish 
people. 

Howard  graduated  from  Colgate 
University  and  Columbia  Law  School. 

He  is  co-chair  of  the  Litigation  and  Labor 
&  Employment  Practice  Groups  of  Davis 
&  Gilbert,  LLP  and  also  co-chairs  the 
firm's  Diversity  Committee.  He  has  been 
recognized  nationally  for  his  work  in 
Employment  Law. 

Howard  and  Nan,  his  wife  and 
partner  of  39  years,  came  to  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  because  it  was  their 
neighborhood  shul,  but  their  route  here 
was  not  direct.  As  a  young  couple  (in

He  served  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  UJA-Federation, 
when  the  two  organizations  merged  and 
most  recently,  he  was  Chair  of  the  Task 
Force  on  Welcoming  Interfaith  Families. 
When  one  of  Howard  and  Nan’s  friends 
from  Leadership  Development  became 
rabbi  at  Town  and  Village  Synagogue, 
the  Rubins  joined  there.  Howard  stepped 
into  leadership,  eventually  serving  as 
president  and  chair  of  the  synagogue. 
When  the  rabbi  left,  Howard  participated 
in  the  search  for  the  next  rabbi,  who  also 
became  a  friend  and  who  got  Howard 
involved  in  the  Schechter  School  of 
Manhattan,  where  he  served  as  Vice- 
President  of  the  Board  and  chaired  the 
school’s  capital  campaign. 

Howard  was  also  a  Wexner  Heritage 
Fellow.  The  Rubins  have  also  been  active 
participants  in  AIPAC  and  have  made 
many  trips  to  Israel  on  missions  and  with 
their  children. 

Since  the  Rubins’  children  went  to 
Dalton,  the  family  moved  uptown  in 
1994.  Looking  for  a  synagogue  in  the 
neighborhood,  they  came  to  PAS.

This  exhibition  consists  of  54  illuminations,  each  representing 
one  of  the  weekly  Torah  portions.  The  artist’s  original 
approach  draws  inspiration  from  figures  and  art  from 
the  Mediterranean  Basin,  Mesopotamia,  and  the  culture 
of  the  Egyptian  Nile  -  the  cultures  that  surrounded  the 
ancient  Hebrews.  In  bringing  these  contemporary  visual 
interpretations  together  with  the  text,  he  seeks  to  make  it 
accessible  to  everyone  in  the  community,  young  and  old. 

The  images  in  this  exhibition  are  selected  from  hundreds 
of  images  that  Avner  Moriah  has  created  describing  the  five 
books  of  Moses.  He  is  currently  creating  an  entire  illuminated 
Torah.

Dr.  David  Senesh,  “40  Days  of  Captivity,  40  Years  Later:  A  Personal  Account  of  the 
Yom  Kippur  War”

dr.  DAVID  SENESH,  a  clinical  psychologist,  is  supervisor  of  psychotherapy  in  two  clinics  and  a  lecturer  at 
Levinsky  College  of  Education  in  Tel  Aviv,  Israel.  He  does  research  in  the  areas  of  discourse  analysis, 
narrative  psychology,  post-traumatic  stress  disorder  and  moral  resilience,  and  restorative  processes.  This 
semester,  Dr.  Senesh  will  be  an  Adjunct  Assistant  Professor  of  Pastoral  Care  at  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary,  where  he  will  teach  a  course  on  Trauma  and  Resilience.  Dr.  Senesk  is  the  nephew  of  Hannah 
Senesh,  a  national  hero  of  Israel  and  the  Jewish  people  during  World  War  II.  He  participated  in  the  making 
of  the  documentary  feature  film  Blessed  is  the  Match ,  which  is  part  of  the  Facing  History  educational 
program.  He  is  currently  involved  with  exhibitions  of  the  Hannah  Senesh  archives  at  the  New  York 
Museum  of  Jewish  Heritage  and  the  Illinois  Holocaust  Museum  in  Skokie.  Dr.  Senesh  speaks  to  audiences 
of  all  ages  about  his  own  experiences  as  an  Israeli  former  soldier  and  POW  in  the  Yom  Kippur  War  as  well 
as  about  his  family  background  as  Hannah  Senesh ’s  nephew. 
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
